A protest against the law will be voiced in a 
report to be published Sept. 1 by the Methodist 
Conference Board of Social and Economic Rela- 
tions. The report will say that although the board 
holds to the genera] principle of the original place- 
ment of children for adoption in home of religious 
background compatible with the expressed desire 
of the natural parents, “a superseding principle is 
») that all children have a right to a home and the 
experience of a family environment.” 


“THEREFORE, where there are available foster 
children for adoption and available wholesome 
homes of a different religious background this 
difference should not interfere with the placement 
of these children in a home environment,” the re- 
port states. 

The report will protest against the policy of 
uprooting children already secure in foster homes 


merely because there is a difference in religious 
background between the natural and foster parents, 

The sentiments of a judge active in Catholi¢ 
circles were expressed in the Gloucester Distri¢t-~ 
court. Judge Edward Morley, presiding justice of 
this famous fishing town’s court, is urging repeal 
of the law. 


“THE HEART-BREAKING cases which havé 
been brought to public attention have stirred the 
emotions of sympathetic people. It is a tragedy 
that because of this‘ law innocent children are be< 
ing torn from the only parents they have ever 
known,” he said. 

The judge charged that those behind the crea 
tion of the law saw to its establishment because 
of religious bias and prejudice. 

Judge Morley’s comments were severely criticized 
in the lead editorial of The PILOT, Catholic diocesan 
newspaper of Boston. The PILOT has also begun 
publication of a series of articles on the Massa 
chusetts Adoption Law. The issue of Saturday, 
July 2, reviews the “Ellis Case.” The article em- 
phasizes that the natural mother did not know 
that her child was being adopted by a Jewish couple, 
Furthermore, it reveals that Mr. and Mrs. Ellis 
had both been married previously and divorced.

Religious Bias 
In Resort Ads 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (JP)— 
Religious discrimination in re- 
sort advertising has been out- 
lawed in this ® tourist-minded 
state. 

Governor LeRoy Collins signed 
into law an anti-discriminatory 
advertising bill passed by the 
state legislature this year. 

The need for such legislation 
Was expressed by the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B’nai B'rith 
following a 1953. survey conduct- 
ed by its Miami office which 
showed a widespread use of anti- 
Jewish phraseology in tourist ad- 
_ vertising throughout the state. 

The new law prohibits hotels 
and resorts from publicizing that 
a prospective guest “is not wel- 
come, or is objectionable or is 
_not acceptable because of his re- 
ligion.” 

Violators are guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, subject to a fine of 
$500 and a 90-day prison term. 
Operators of private membership

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BALTIMORE SYNAGOGUE MOVES TO COUNTRY IN STYLE. 


Chizuk Amuno congregation of Baltimore will 
move to the country in style when this group of 
six buildings on a 72-acre tract of land in Steven- 
son, Md., is completed. Architect Daniel Schwaritz- 
man designed the highly modern layout in such a 
way that it will blend with the rolling Maryland 
countryside. : 

Built around three gardens, the largest of 
which will be the Garden of Hebrew Culture, the 
synagogue when fully expanded will have a seat- 
ing capacity of 2,000 and when combined with the 
social hall, the total seating capacity for the High 
Holy Days will be 3,000. 

In addition to the synagogue building there 
will be the social center which will have a social 


hall with a seating capacity for 1,000, a dancing 
capacity of 750, and a dining capacity of 600. There 
will also be a Sisterhood parlor, a Brotherhood 
club room, a bride’s room, an usher’s room, kitchens 
and other facilities: 

The garden lounge will be 120 feet long and 24 
feet wide and will serve as the main entrance to 
the synagogue and social center and connecting 
buildings. 

The chapel will be the first ‘part of another 
unit, behind which there will be a meeting hall, 
a board room, a library and museum, a book and 
gift shop and the administration units. There will 
be two school wings and a gymnasium, in addition 


to outdoor playgrounds and a wading pool, together 
with outdoor play facilities. 

All of the buildings are to be built of Maryland 
fieldstone and glass so that it will be possible to 
see the various gardens from every one of the 
buildings. In addition to that, the front wall of 
the synagogue, which is to be 60 feet high, will 
have on either side of it, sculptured glass windows 
reaching from the floor to the ceiling and in front 
of them there will be an indoor garden which 
will tie in with the outdoors. 

It is expected that ground will be broken for 
this $2 million structure early this fall and that 
part of the school and social center facilities will 
be in uSe in the fall of 1956.

Crime, Prostitution Find Room In Growing Israel 


HAIFA (JP)—Israel, where, 10 years ago, a professional Jew- 
ish prostitute could not be found, now has 6,000 professionals and 
about 10,000 semi-professionals, out of a total population slightly 


greater than 1.6 million. 

Prostitution, furthermore, is 
world industries. Research in 
police files and interviews with 
senior police officers revea] that 
there is also an alarming in- 
erease in confidence tricks, black- 
mail, stealing, embezzling, and 
cheating. 

Profits are big in prostitution, 
and there are syndicates and 
crooked lawyers involved in it. 
Its rise can be explained by the 
facts that women for sex are in 
detfland by men who can’t get 
married and that many young 
girls, mostly immigrants from 
North Africa, are hungry and 
destitute. Prostitution, with its 
high profits, seems better to 
them than scrubbing floors for 
a few pennies. 


CONFIDENCE TRICKS and 
cheating, on the other hand, are 
on the increase because of the 
influx of suckers who fall for 
them. 


The most common trick is for 
the operators to set themselves

vance from homeless immigrants 
starved for cheap apartments, 
and disappear. Another trick 


is to get a list of American 
charitable organizations, institu- 
tions, and individuals and send 
them official, semi-official, and 
private letters, with false pic- 
tures, false statements, and false 
endorsements, and ask for food 
or money, later to be sold on the 
black market. 


THE POLICE catch many of 
them, but many others are still 
at large and in operation. 

One of the biggest swindles, 
one which could have harmed 
Israel’s good name _ seriously, 
was nipped in the bud by the po- 
lice recently. A phony religious 
articles company got orders- from 
the Catholic.Church for $100,000 
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worth of Holy Jordan water and 
planned to send the church ordi- 
nary water and trash. 

On the credit side, Israel has 
almost no armed robbery and no 
robbery-murders. A crook can 
stick up a bank very easliy—

HAIFA—Long before we came 
to live in Israel, we had given 
careful thought to the Jewish 
education of our children.

Playmates, 
neighbors, school, iz. short, the 
environment proved dominant, 
and proficiency and fluency in 
Hebrew were acquired with little 
difficulty.

youngsters with him, but this 
was a phenomenon for little 
Ruth. Children who knew no 
Hebrew and spoke only English! 
As she played with them she 
would time and again switch 
over into Hebrew, only to revert 
back to English as she realized 
that these were strange and 
different children.

DOLIS, AS EVERY intelli- 
gent Israeli child knows, under- 
stand only Hebrew, and Ruth 
carries on long Hebrew mono- 
logues with her collection. 

So far as we can ascertain, 
her bi-lingualism has led to no 
complexes. She is a normal, 
happy, well-adjusted, and if we 
can add, also a beautiful and in- 
telligent child. Her Hebrew is 
spoken with typical sabra ac- 
cent; her English already shows 
a.trace of accent, and there is 
no doubt that if she follows in 
the footsteps of 7% - year-old 
brother Joel, she will speak Eng- 
lish with a pronounced Israeli 
accent. 

HER VOCABULARY acquisi- 
tion in one language does not 
always keep pace with the other. 
In the middle of a long sentence 
she might pause to reach for a 
word, and failing to find it in 
the proper otngue, will compla- 
cently substitute a word from 
the other language. In nursery 
school, where she _ frequently 
meets new situations and new 
situations and new concepts, she 
has been peppering her Hebrew 
speech with English words and 
phrases, and since Ruth is an 
extrovert and a dominant type 
of personality, many of her 
playmates have been learning 
these from her. It is startling 
to hear little 3- and 4-year-olds 
in the neighborhood some times 
unconsciously interpolate one of 
Ruth’s favorite English words 
in their conversation. 

In view of our successful ex- 
periences, it is doubly encourag- 
ing now to find in the Apr. L 
1955, issue of “The Reconstruc- 
tionist’” Hyman Chanover’s ar- 
ticle, “At What Age Should a 
Child Begin Studying Hebrew?” 
In that article Chanover cites 
educators and psychologists as 
maintaining, first, that the sim- 
ultaneous learning of two langu- 
ages creates no emotional dif- 
ficulties for a child, and second, 
that the brain’s best capacity 
for language acquisition is at 
the very earliest possible age. 
Indeed, one educator asks, why 
should we delay. the teaching of 
a second language until after 
the child has lost its full capac- 
ity for learning, thus making 
the learning all the more dif- 
ficult? ;

It took me the equivalent of 
two years’ full-time work to 
complete the book. I should like 
to use this space to make a 
few acknowledgments to people 
and organizations which helped 
me editorially.

KICKING A 


Louis Lipsky, peer of all United 
States Zionist strategians, pulled an un- 
accountable boner in issuing his state- 
ment during the recent convention of the 
Zionist Organization of America 

Not only did his statement come as 
a surprise, but what will be worse for 
his viewpoint, no one in the organization, 
saving a few on the national executive 
committee, were aware that the issue he 
brought up was still dividing the ZOA. 

In fact, there is no second group, for 
if a person can count up to 10, he can 
count the number of people who are will- 
ing to fight for the issues which Mr. 
Lipsky raised, that of an active affilia- 
tion between the Zionist Organization of 
America and the General Zionist Party 
of Israel. 

No one knows this better than Lip-

sky, who knows also that. without back. 
ers, there can be no leaders, and in thig_ 
_case Lipsky has no backers. “ 

Whether or not the ZOA should align 
itself with the General Zionist Party jp 
Israel has been fought out and forgotten. 
This issue can be revived, but it can’t be. 
revived without a full-scale campaign, 
which would require months and months 
to develop. 

Just such a full-blown campaign was 
put up by the Lipsky group year after 
year, prior to 1952 when the ZOA, be. 
hind the leadership of Rabbi Silver, voted 
to give full support to the GZ Party in 
Israel. Since this kind of drive failed, 
why does Lipsky believe that issuing a 
statement can revive it, especially when 
the rank and file have practically forgot- 
ten all about it? 


WHAT GOAL NOW? 


» The recent convention of the Zionist 
Organization of America brought out 
the usual number of utterances couched 
in eloquent language as to why this once- 
flourishing giant had declined to a mere 
wisp of its former self. 

Inevitably, the reason affixed for the 
present so-called low state of affairs of 
the ZOA was the fact, now almost a part 
of the vocabulary of every Zionist, that 
the establishment of the state had robbed 
the organization of its program. This 
meant slow death to the ZOA unless it 
could find a new raison d’etre. 

Like the invincibility of Hitler, this 
kind of unproven thesis is the bunk. 

The ZOA did lose its purpose because 
it achieved its goal, but that goal was not 
the establishment of the State of Israel. 
That goal was the Zionizing of the United 
States Jewish community. 

The ZOA, made up as it was of almost 
illiterate Zionists — witness the fact that 
hardly any United States Zionists have 
gone to Israel — fought the good battle 
on United States soil. That battle was to 
win over the Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee, the B’nai B’rith, the American Jew- 
ish Committee, our rabbis, etc., to the 
viewpoint that the State of Israel should 
be re-established. 

The fight was won in the United 
States before Israel was established, but 
because the establishment of the state 
followed soon after, people began to con- 
fuse the issue and incorrectly attributed 
to the establishment of Israel the loss of 
interest in United States Zionism. 

The converts to the Zionist cause just 
prior to 1948, which means the vast ma- 
jority of the Jews of the United States, 
not knowing what the real fight had been 
anyway, helped to add to this confusion. 

But now that the United States Jew- 
ish community is strongly Zionist, the 
question is what should be the goal of the 
ZOA. 


~ 


Some have sought the answer in seek- 
ing to establish projects in Israel, wheth- 
er the project is the setting up of Kfar 
Silver, a colony of individual farm own- 
ers, or the ZOA House in Tel Aviv, or 
even a tie with the General Zionist Party 
in Israel. 

Others have felt that the principal 
realm of activity of the ZOA should con- 
tinue to be the United States Jewish com- 
munity, which meant interest in the 
spreading of Hebrew, in encouraging pil- 
grimages to Israel, in creating a bridge 
of culture and peoplehood between the 
United States and Israel, in political ac- 
tivity in the United States, in promoting 
investments, etc. 

But whatever the goals, they will be 
reached more easily if they are based on 
a true understanding of what has hap- 
pened to the organization, why the con- 
fusion, which is only now beginning to 
be dispelled, held on for so long, and 
why whatever aims the ZOA sets for 
itself must be based not alone on the 
needs but also the true inclination of its 
members and the abilities of the organ- 
ization. 

If the United States Jewish communi- 
ty has become Zionized, then the ZOA, 
othér than standing by as a watchdog, 
should begin to develop a program which 
will deepen this Zionization, and give it 
depth and direction. 

It is worse than futile for the ZOA 
to continue to carp as Rabbi Silver did 
at the recent convention on the fact that 
others whom he calls non-Zionists have 
taken over many former Zionist func- 
tions, especially fund-raising for Israel. 
Instead, just as in his own masterful 
presentation before the UN, which played 
a real part in the partition decision, he 
should glory in this one achievement, a 
tremendous victory of the ZOA, that now 
today all major Jewish organizations, all 
rabbinical groups, all American Jewry, 
are strongly Zionist.

But, whatever you call’ them, 
that’s the way the Jews felt for 
nearly 20 centuries. Mr. Herr- 
mann himself admits that the 
changes in the prayer-book, in- 
tended, as he charmingly puts 
it, to “eliminate these. subver- 
sive concepts” and to “strip the 
Zionist prayers of their offensive 
characteristics,” are rather recent 
efforts. It follows that for 20 
centuries our forefathers have 
been “semi-subversive” and “of- 
fensive.”

New York City, 
Jewish Group 
Hit By RAA 


SPRING VALLEY, N.Y. (JP) 
—The Rabbinical Alliance of 
America has lashed out at the 
City of New York and the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds for discriminat- 
ing by not recognizing extreme 
Orthodox schools and agencies. 

The attack was made at the 


13th annual convention of the 
Rabbinical Alliance here this 
week. 


The City of New York was 
asked to recognize the Joint 
Chaplaincy Board (composed of 
the Rabbinical Alliance, the Un- 
ion of Orthodox Rabbis and the 
latter’s Rabbinical Board of New 
York) as an independent recom- 
mending agency for the city post 
of chaplain. The Board’s status 
was rescinded when New York 
recognized only the New York 
Board of Rabbis. 

Possibilities of a merger with 
the Rabbinical Council of Amer- 
ica (Orthodox) were washed 
away when the rabbis voted to 
merge only on a slow evolution- 
ary basis. 

Other resolutions passed by 
the convention called for recog- 
nition of the Torah Umesorah 
(National Hebrew Day Schools) 
right to issue licenses to teach- 
ers and principals of Talmud To- 
rahs and fer the cancellation of 
subscriptions to Anglo-Jewish 
and Yiddish papers continuing to 
accept advertisements of non- 
kosher products after being 
warned not to do so,

The editorial charged that while the Hebrew university of 


Jerusalem presently is undergo- 
ing a serious crisis with its in- 
structors having been compelled 
to strike because of inadequate 
salaries, at. least $1 million has 
been invested in the construction 
of the new university, with $5 
million more to be raised in the 
near future. 

Dr, Azriel Karlebach, who 
wrote the editorial, said that 
the money could better have 
been used to strengthen the He- 
brew university and other needy 
institutions, 


MAARIV ASSERTED that very 
few in Israel understand exactly 
what is meant by “religious uni- 
versity,” a term often applied to 
Bar Ilan university, Is there such 
a thing as religious mathemat- 
ics, or religious agriculture, or 
religious medicine, the editoral 
asked. 

The paper asserted that Israel 
at present does not possess even 
one complete university because 
of the lack of funds. “If the 
wgligious think that they must 
have their own university then 
other parties will too,” MAARIV ' 
said, expressing the fear that 
Bar Ilan would start a _ trend 
toward similar institutions. 

Dr. Karlebach severely criti- 
cized the sponsors of Bar Ilan, 
which is scheduled to open its 
doors this fall, for having given 
its first honorary degree already, 
and that to a Christian, Mayor 
Robert Wagner of New York. He 
wondered whether it was proper 
for an institution still to receive | 
its first student to hand out hon- | 
orary degrees, and whether giv-| 
ing such a degree to a non-Jew:
